Canadian Banks and bankers 
have been the subjeet of a great 
deal of eriticism during the past 
two years of hard times. ‘They 
have been accused of making the 
conditions in Canada worse in- 
stead of Wetter, by restricting ie 
accommodation given by way of 
loans to business interests: in 
Canada, while at the same time 
keeping a large amount of meney 
on loans outside of Canada, 

The Annual Report of the Un 
ion Bank, which appears in an 
other column, distinetly relieves 
that bank from cither Of these ae- 
cusations. Although founded in 
the far east, in the City of Que 


bee in fact, fifty years ago, the 
Union is now a ‘Western bank 
with headquarters in Winnipeg, 


transacting the greater part ot its 
business in the prairie West. It 
may be beeause of its Western 
field and outlook that it has tak- 
en a more favorable view of its 
Canadian responsibilities than 
some of its competitors. 

The report shows that while 
loans elsewhere than in Canada 
show a deerease of nearly five 
millions, loans in Canada show an 
increase of over four millions. On 
the face of the record it would 
appear that Canadian borrowers 
have received the benefit of four 
million dollars, which in the prev- 
ious year had been loaned to bor- 
rowers in other countries.

Ex-Commissioner Chalmers’

Chalmers for the work he has 
done in placing the facts regard- 
ing the street railway so fully 
before the citizens, the Bulletin 
cannot agree with his conclusion 
that there is nothing to be done 
but continue operation under pres- 
ent or higher rates and pay defi- 
cits out of general revenue until 
population catches up with accom- 
modation offered, Neither can it! 
agree with the airy way in which 
he touches on the deficit, He says: 
‘Henee, apart from possible trou 


“ble in financing the deficit, the | 


“road could without an ultimate 
‘loss carry on actual eash deficit 
“aeeumulating to the amonnt of 
30 to 40 per cent of the present 
‘‘eapitalization.’’ Nor ean it agree 
that because some Eastern street 
railway systems charge five-cent 
fares that is a proper charge in 
Edmonton, And again, it cannot 
agree that the inerease of the fare 
from four to five cents makes no 
substantial difference to the pat- 
ronage of the street railway. 
There may be other points of dif- 
ference of opinion, but these will 
do to go on with, 

Mr. Chalmers has absolutely 
lost sight of the purpose or pur- 
poses the citizens had in view 
when they added to their ordinary 
civie obligations the extraordi- 
nary responsibility of providing 
rapid street transit within the eity 


limits. Beyond doubt they hoped 
for either better service, lower 
rates, or profits on investment 


over and above what they could 
expect from a privately owned 
street railway system, At the end 
of six years they wake up to the 
fact that they are getting. a less 
eflicient service, are paying higher 
rates, and instead of receiving a 
profit they have to meet an ag- 
gregate deficit of nearly three- 
quarters of a million dollars, of 
which $200,000 was added during 
the past year, And Mr. Chalmers 
tells us to keep on as we are do- 
ing, and if at the end of twenty 
years our deficit is not more than 
#1,200,000 we will really not have 
fost anything gt all—‘apart from 
the possible trouble of financing 
the deficit.’ The difficulty about 
following this advice is: First, 
that if the deficit continues as at 
present it will be four millions at 
the end of twenty years from now, 
without interest ; and in the mean- 
time we are having worlds of trou- 
ble in “financing the deficit.’’ 
Mr. Chalmers’ facts and expert 
knowledge are of value, but his 
conclusions as to the financial side 
of the question are not good 
enough under’ present cirecum- 
stanees, 

Mr. Chalmers objects to a com- 
parison between rates of fare on 
lines in Kastern and in Western 
cities, as costs are higher in the 
West. But over and against thai 
fact must be set the ofher fact 
that at a four-cent fare the street 
railway systems of Eastern cities 
comparable with Edmonton as to 
population are recognized as a 
gold mine—and are fought over 
as such—not as producers of defi- 
cits averaging over $100,000 a 
year for six years. And it may 
also be recalled that every one * 
these privately owned Eastern sys- 
tems is carrying a heavier bur 
den of interest on capital invested 
than the Edmontan system, Mr, 
Chalmers suggests that only half 
their capital is represented by in- 
terest bearing bonds and the bal 
ance by stock which does not bear 
interest. It is true that the stock 
does not bear interest, but it is 
also true that in very few cases, 
if in any, does it represent the in- 
vestment of actual cash capital. 
As matter of fact the dividends | 
paid on stock are in many in- 
stances the profits of the company 
over and above paying interest on 
the capital actually invested in the 
property, which was derived en- 
tirely from the sale of bonds, ‘To !

Why in the name of 
sense do street railway systems 
carrying hnge overloads of water- 
ed stoek give a four-cent fare if 
us many people would ride on a 
five-cent fare? No doubt there is 
a limit beyond» which business 
cannot be inereased by a reduction 
in fares, But on the other hand, 
the reduction from five to four 
cents is so universal that the rea- 
son must be greater earnings at 
four than at five cents, where con- 
ditions are suitable, That such 
conditions éxist on Jasper avenue 
in Edmonton is just as certain as 
that they do not exist on the 
radial lines of the system. 


The ¢redit of the city is deeply 
involved in the street railway wip- 
ing out at least future deficits. If 
the addition of one cent to the 
fare will wipe out a part of the 
deficit the. logical thing to do 
would be to add another cent or 
twovor three more cents and so 
wipe it out altogether. The citi- 
zen Who pays taxes but does not 
ride on the street car has no right 
to be compelled to pay out of his 
taxes a part of'the cost of carry- 
ing his neighbor who does. That 
is what he is doing now. The dif- 
ficulty is that if the rates were 
further raised the falling off of 
traffie would leave him carrying 
possibly a greater burden, not- 
withstanding the opinion of Mr, 
Chalmers that the increase from 
four to five cents has not affected 
traffic. i

In dealing with its street rail- 
way problem Edmonton must 
meet a condition, not discuss a 
theory. The burden that the tax- 
payer has been carrying must. be 
taken off his Shoulders, because he 
is not able to carry it any longer, 
no. matter how willing he might 
be. The credit of the city must be 
relieved frém recurring @nd in- 
creasing street. railway deficits. 
The ‘iser of the railway must pay 
for the service he receives, At the 
same time, unless the user gets his 
service at a reasonable price and 
of a satisfa¢jory,e¢haracter he will 
not be a staser; the overhead 
charges will Aydate a deficit and 
the taxpayer will: still have to 
shoulder ‘the batden, as he does 
today. |’ in a 

The difficulty with the Edmon- 
ton sfreet railway system is that it 
has been run without regard to the 
actual conditions governing the 
trafiie of thereity. As Mr, Chal- 
mers suggests; extensions have 
been made to improve the value of 
real estate, not to give accommo- 
dation to people. But, worse than 
the capital invested in what are 
really radial extensions, is the fact 
that these radials have been op- 
erated not as part of bnt as act- 
ually constituting the street rail- 
way system, A large part of the 
cost of operation is of cqnrse the 
power produced from coal, The 
more power that is used the more 
coal is consumed, Any saving in 
the use of power is a saving in the 
cost of coal, But the system has 
been run as though power cost 
nothing, or at any rate without 
regard to the saving of power cost. 
Cars are run from one extremity 
of the system to the other by way 
of Jasper avenue, and timed at the 
terminal so as to give a regular 
service on Jasper. It is an at- 
tempt to do the impossible, and as 
a consequence the service on Jas- 
per is so irregular that people do 
not depend upon it, and the sys- 
tm loses what should be its most 
profitable business, 


By far the greater part of the 
business of the city on the north 
side is done either on Jasper or 
within three blocks of it. It is 
a long level street with the busi- 
ness places sufficiently far apart 
to, make walking from one to an- 
other a delay that few would sub- 
mit to if there were a regular and 
frequent service and a cheap fare, 
But with an irregular service and 
a five-cent fare nine-tenths of the 
people who have business

Then came the order from 
the conservation commission requiring 
the railways operating in British Co- 
lumbia to ‘cease using coal because of 
the’ danger to the foresta.’The C.P.R. 
thereupon installed oll bairning loco- 
motives, which cut off to an enormous 
degree the demand for Canadian coal 
and replaced it-with oil from Cali- 
fornia, The continuance of the de- 
presison caused the United States rail- 
ways, which had been drawing the 
whole of their coal supply from the 
Crow's Nest field to begin operatinst 
the fields of inferior coal along then 
own lines, with a view to furnishing 
employment; Thereby very materiAlly 
rethicing the amount they Were accus- 
tomed to take from the Crow's Nest 
fields. Crop failure in Southern Alber- 
ta this season gave the railways little 
to do in hauling grain out. and they 
have used their power and rolling 
stéek to bring Pennsylyania coal fur- 
ther west than they had been doing 
in former years, again restricting the 
market to a measurable degree. Still 
further, the opening of the new mines 
in the vicinity of Drumheller on the 
CON-R, has cut into the market of the 
Taber and Lethbridge mines, The misc 
winter has also had an important et- 
fect. ; 

The net result is that the coal min- 
ing industry of the Crow's Nest Pass 
and of the Lethbridge and Taber dis- 
triets has been reduced to such an 
extent that un-employment exists 
among the miners to an abnormal ang 
unprecedented degree, which may rea- 
sonably call for special consideration 
at the hands of the authorities.

Neither Hast, Prussia nor Poland 


furnishes any change in the general 
situation and strangely, the Russians 
have added little with reference to 
the expected invasion of Hungary by 
way of Bukowina, although more 
than-a week ago they claimed to be 
at the threshold, It is conceded, 
however, that practically the whole of 
Bukowina is, now in Russian hands 
and despatches reaching London from 
Bucharest say that thousands of 
fugitives from that territory «are 
crossing the Roumanian frontier some 
of them proceeding on to Vienna, [t 
is in the developments arising from 


the occupation of .Bukowina that in- 
terest is now centered, as it is be- 
lieved to have an immediate bearing 


the Roumanian situation,
